M oving Picture Machine Film Ignited 


Shortly After the Doors 


Had Opened. 


A bad accident resulting in damage 
to the moving picture machine car­ 
ried by the Rogers troupe, which is 
at the opera house, occurred Friday 
evening at the Grand, resulting in the 
destruction of valuable moving pic­ 
ture films and damage to the mechan­ 
ism which Rogers estim ates will ag­ 
gregate at least $150. 
That a serious 
explosion, which might have started 
a bad fire in the body of the house, 
did not result, is only a matter of ex­ 
treme good fortune. 
Those implica­ 
ted in the occurrence were so for­ 
tunate as to escape injury, which is 
another miraculous 
feature 
of the 
affair. 
The accident happened just after 
the house had opene~ and before the 
audience began to arrive. 
Practically 
the only people in the house at the 
time wrere the ushers. 
The machine 
was placed out in the body of the 
house, at th e ’ center of the parquet 
circle. 
It 
seem s 
that one of the 
ushers, Ralph Donges, was inspecting 
the machine, and lighted a match to 
facilitate his investigation. 
He held the lighted match close 
to the machine, and in 
so 
doing 
ignited a long and tightly wrapped 
celluloid moving picture Aim, rolled 
on the reel of the machine. 
A streak 
of flame, reaching almost up to the 
balcony railing, instantly shot up, and, 
in spite of Donges' vain efforts to ex­ 
tinguish it, burned until the film w*as 
reduced to ashes. 
Rogers expresses 
his wonder that the celluloid film, 
| which is highly explosive, did not ex­ 
plode, scattering fire about the house 
¡and inflicting serious damage and in­ 
juring those about it.

$135, and estimates that

The finding of 
the bodies of twin male babies, loosely 
interred, under the ash heap to the 
rear of the residence occupied by the 
two, complicates matters

Brief mention was made In the eol- 
umus Friday of the fact that the police 
were 
investigating 
a case of 
this 
character, though at

of the details.

garden, who is said to be a widower, 
has been residing for some time at 
the southwest corner of East Fourth 
and Vine street, the Fites woman, 
who is under 30 and not unattractive, 
residing there 
as his housekeeper. 
She is said to have recently been di­ 
vorced from her 
husband. 
From 
what information

to 
hand, 
there are indications that affairs were 
conducted rather loosely about this 
household, and there 
seems to be 
some doubt In tin* minds of the police 
as to whether Teegarden can be con­ 
nected with the finding of the bodies, 
unless it should la* in complicity in 
the matter of procuring an abortion.

finally determined upon as superin­ 
tendent of the cemetery. 
Mr. Rhodes 
has for some time been employed 
about the J. T. Brooks estate, and ts 
a landscape gardener of no little expe­ 
rience. 
The executive 
committee was In 
struct ed to proceed at once with the 
cleaning up of the cemetery. 
The 
first thing to be accomplished will be 
the rooting out of brush, weeds, etc., 
putting the sjHit in the best of order. 
Then it is designed to take up grad­ 
ing and leveling the drives, 
The trustees also decided to Install 
city water throughout 
the wounds. 
It Is designed to 
have 
four or six 
spigots located 
conveniently 
about 
the cemetery, for the use of lot own­ 
ers who wish to fill vases, water flow­ 
ers, or do work of that kind. 
Public 
lavatories will later be installed on 
the grounds, and other improvements 
are in contemplation. 
Already about $5,000 In cash has 
been turned into the treasury by lot 
owners who are subscribing to the 
fund, and more is coming in daily. 
The fund Is growing very satisfac­ 
torily. 
The trustees have secured an op­ 
tion on the land adjoining the cem e­ 
tery to the north, including about two 
acres. 
If this Is added to the cem e­ 
tery it Is likely that it will be laid 
out in a more modern style than the 
old portion of 
tin* burying ground. 
Work will be pushed 
vigorously so 
that tin* cemetery may be In better 
shape Memorial day than It has been 
on that date for some years past.

court Friday, Attorney General Wade 
Ellis appearing for Auditor Guilbert 
and E, E. 
Eubanks, 
prosecutor 
of 
Jackson, for Auditor Shumate. 
Aud­ 
itor Shumate has refused to draw a 
warrant to pay the state auditor for 
an examination made of the books of 
his county by deputies of the depart­ 
ment, of accounting, contending that 
the law under which the department 
Is operating Is unconstitutional 
be­ 
cause It specifies that these officers 
shall be paid out of the county treas­ 
ury. 
He gives nine reasons why he 
should not issue a warrant, namely: 
First, he had no authority to issue 
a warrant In payment 
of 
a claim 
which the commissioners had not ap­ 
proved; second, his county had not 
installed the system of accounts used 
by tin* bureau; third, the officers mak­ 
ing the examination were special offi­ 
cers; fourth, that so far as they at­ 
tempted to have these officers paid 
out of the county treasury it was In­ 
valid; 
fifth, 
the 
inspectors 
were 
neither county nor township officers 
and hence not entitled to be paid out 
of county funds; sixth, the examina­ 
tion made was unnecessary; seventh, 
the bill Included railroad, hotel, tele­ 
phone and 
stenographers’ fees and 
expenses; 
eighth, no tax had been 
levied by the commissioners for the 
payment of such a claim; ninth, sec­ 
tions 9 and 10 of the act were In vio­ 
lation of section 26, article 2; sec­ 
tions 5 and 7, article 10, and sections 
2, 4 and 5 of the state constitution. 
Auditor of State 
Guilbert expects 
the court to uphold the law.

lieve that it was mutual in its charac­ 
ter. 
I wo uld be glad to do any thing 
within reaso n that I co uld do to bring 
abo ut mutualizatio n. 
But 1 desire to 
call y o ur attentio n to the fact that dif­ 
ficulties that aries between citizens 
in the State o f New Yo rk—very fo r­ 
tunately , I wo uld say , rather than un­ 
fo rtunately —canno t be settled by the 
go verno r no r the legislature. 
That 
tho se questio ns o f difference have to 
be settled in tills state by the co urts. 
“I. o f co urse, am unable to judge as 
to what the result o f that suit may be. 
I am no t a lawy er and I canno t advise 
y o u fro m a lawy er’s standpo int. 
The 
questio n has been raised as to v^hether 
the legislature co uld 
no t 
alter the 
charter o f the Equitable Life Assur­ 
ance so ciety , changing its character. 
I think It is perhaps true that it co uld. 
It co uld alter its charter, but the ques­ 
tio n remains as to whether the sto ck 
ho lders, o f they saw fit to reject the 
altered charter, co uld no t refuse to 
act tinder it. and In that case they 
wo uld be co mpelled to go into th° 
hands o f a receiver o r clo se up the 
business o f the Equitable Life. 
"There are a few atto rney s that are 
no t at the present time retained by 
the Equitable (laughter), and I have 
taken o ccasio n to co nsult so me o f 
them in relatio n to this unfo rtunate, 
very unfo rtunate, situatio n, I feeling 
that it was no t o nly unfo rtunate fo r 
the po licy ho lders, but unfo rtunate fo r 
the state o f New Yo rk that this situa- 
| tio n co uld Mxist under o ur Insurance 


i law. 
I ro a ize that it is no t o nly un- 
j fo rtunate fo r the Equitab’e. hut it is 
| unfo rtunate fur all insurance interests 
| in this co untry , and particularly in the 
| state o f New Yo rk. 
| 
“Ho wever, there are tho se in the 
| legal pro fessio n who are inclined to 
! believe that y o u canno t by act o f the 
; legislature 
00mpel the sto ckho lders 
i o f the Equitable Life Assurance so ­ 
ciety to accept, mutualizatio n in its 
bro adest lines witho ut their co nsent 
I That I give y o u simply as an o pinio n 
as it co mes to me. 
Interested in Policyholder». 
“I canno t tell y o u what the legis 
lature will do . 
Fo r the sho rt perio d 
that 1 have held this o ffice I have en 
deavo red to separate the executive 
department so far as po ssible fro m the 
legislative and judicial. 
1 have left it 
to the legislature to determine what 
acts It wo uld send to me. o nly reco il 
mending by public message, and have 
then taken my time to co nsider the 
pro po sitio ns that it has presented to 
me fo r my appro val o r disappro val. 
I 
do no t feel at the present mo ment that 
I can assure y o u as to whether the 
time will co me in the Immediate fu­ 
ture when it will seem to me wise to 
co mmunicate with the legislature and 
ask it to pass any particular bill in 
reference to the Equitable Life, but 
I can say to y o u this, with the utmo st 
frankness and sincerity , that at all 
times I shall be interested mo re large­ 
ly in the interests o f the po licy ho lders 
o f the Equitable Life Assurance so ­ 
ciety than in the interests o f any o ther 
perso n o r party co nnected 
with it. 
And if I co rne to the co nclusio n that 
I can further the interests o f tho se 
po licy ho lders—if I sho uld co me to 
that co nclusio n, y o u can rest assured 
that no act will be left undo ne by me 
that will bring abo ut better co nditio ns 
fo r that so ciety .” 
In S tate o f Apprehensio n. 
Mr. Bo wes to ld the go verno r that 
0 » co mmittee represented manager» 
and agents fro m all o ver the wo rld, 
clo ser than any o ne else co uld be to 
the great bo dy o f the po licy ho lder» , 
and he assured the go verno r that 
a 
co nditio n o f thing» existed in the so ­ 
ciety as a result o f which “o ur po licy 
ho lder» are In a state o f utmo st appre­ 
hensio n and alarm, which 
if co ntinued 
will result in enly disaster to the m an­ 
agers and agents, 
but what, is o f far 
nso rt impo rtance, the ultim ate damage 
o f thi« great 00nrpany and 
all that th at 
m eans to hundreds e f 
tho usands o f 
po licy ho lders thro ugho ut the wo rld.”
